London, Kng., Aug. 1.—The allies, 
in their demands presented to the 
peace conference today proposed the 
establishment of a frontier standing 
east from the Struma River, running 
midway through Rumelia, and reach- 
ing the Aegean Sea, sixteen miles west 
of Dedeagatch, This would leave Bul- 
garia a coast line on the Aegean Sea 
of less than. thirty miles, 

If these terms are accepted Bulgar- 
ia will issue from two, wars a little 
larger than when she entered 
them, but she will have to abandon a 
large amount of territory to Rouman- 
ia. In addition the allies maintain 
their demand for an indemnity. 

it is probable that the negotiations 
will be protracted and that the armi- 
stice of five days will be renewed. No 
objection is likely: to be raised to its 
renewal for it seems evident that both 
the Servians and the Greeks have 
fought themselves to a standstill, 

A despatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Belgrade asserts that the casual- 
ties of the Servian army in the past 
month of fighting aggregate nearly 
35,000.

San Francisco, Aug. 1.—At a confer- 
ence with the special counsel who will 
prosecute the Western Fuel Company 
cases here this month, David G. Pow- 
ers, formerly an employee of the com- 
pany and now the cheif witness for 
the government, said today that he 
had been offered $50,000 if he would 
vanish. Powers gave the names of 
those who had approached him, and 
the phraseology of the offers, 

Matt J. Sullivan and Theodore J, 
Roche, in charge of the cuse 
Sistants to the attorney general, de- 
clined to discuss Powers ‘stury be- 
yond saying: “We shall vigorously 
prosecuie every person connected with 
this immense fraud.” " 

The president and directors of the 
Western Fuel Company are charged 
with having defrauded the government 
of customs aggregating nearly $1,000,- 
000 by manipulating weighing sheets 
showing the toanage of imported coal. 

This is the second charge of cor- 
rupt influence made since indictments 
were returned. When John L. McCabe 
resigned as United States Attorney 
ne charged. in a sensational letter to 
President Wilson that pressure had 
been brought to bear on Attorncy Gen- 
eral McReynolds to obtain the trial 
postponed.

government funds. The systems of 


finance differ in the two countries, In 
Canada the government does its busi 
ness almost entirely through the banks 
So that there are always government 
funds to accommodate in the char 
tered banks, 

U. S. Treasury Does Banking. 

“In the United States the treasurs 
department does mest of its own 
bunking. The last bank statement *s- 
sued shows that on June 30 the bal 
ances thus due to the govermment by 
the banks umounted to nearly teu 
million dollars 

Then we have a special provision 
jor the issue of additional currency 
every yeur to help move the crops, 
Under this system, which was inaug- 
urated in 1908, the banks are author- 
ized to issue extra currency to an 
amount equivalent to fifteen per 
cent, of their combined paid up cap:

providing for un extra issue of bank 
currency each year, and which now, 


for an extended period, forms part of 
the banking legislation of the Deo 
minion., Last year the banks availed 
themselves of this provision to issue 
extra curreney lo the amount of about 
fifteen millions,

‘DEMOCRACY CANNOT 
LONGER TOLERATE LORDS 


Arrogant Claim to Make Laws 
for 45,000,000 People by Right 
of Heredity

London, Aug. 1 David Lioyd 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, 
addressing an audience of 10,000 per- 
sons at Cafnarvon yesterday made a 
remarkable speech wherein he made 
an appeal to the democracy against 
the House of Lords. 

The chancellor did*not spare his 
language in denouncing the peers. In 
demanding the abolition of the Lords 
he sald: 

“The premier has announced that 
next year: he will introduce a measure 
for a new second chamber. It will be 
a chamber in which all parties and 


all sections and all creeds will have 


equal treatment.” 

Other of the chancellor's 
were: 

“Democracy stands in greater peril 
than for generations in this country 
under the present system. Liberal gov- 
efnments would have no powers by 
and by, except such as the Lords 
vouchsafed for them. <A Liberal pre- 
mier would have to go around to Bel- 
gravia and ask the butler to tell him 
the lords’ orders for the day. The 
peers are prepared to resort to vio- 
lence to prevent the House of Com- 
| mons from even discussing a measure 

which they disliked.”’ 

Tory bils were treated as members 
of the family in the Lords. Liberal 
measures had to leap weird intervals 
unleés speared in the meantime.
